Next in importance to the busi-~ 


\ 


,| ness depression and unemployment 


in the United States is the chang- 
ing political situation in that 
country. Since the election of 
Harding in 1916 the American 
Government has been highly satia- 
factory to the big business in- 
terests of the country, and there 
has been no freak legislation to 
injure business from that year 
down to the creation of the 
Federal Farm Board a few months 
ago. 
. Mr. Hoover is now thoroughly 
aware of the fact that tobe pre- 
sident in o time of business de- 
pression is no bed of roses, Lika 
every other president serving hia 
‘dirst term; Mr, Hoover must keep 
his eye on the elections of 1982, 
and the prospect that greets him 
when he looks in that direction is 
anything but comforting to him 
and his party. The most respon- 
sible business reporting service is 
America, after a survey of tha 
situation in Washington and ‘elsa- 
where, has this to aay in its latest 
issue :— 

Hoover's Position Unhappy. 

“There is now a general recog: 
nition in political circles that the 
Hoover administration ie politically 
| ‘in a bad way.’ It is quite probable 
that the Democrats Will gain seats 
in both House and Senate next 
autumn, and that, ' consequently, 
Congress will not+ be under tho 
control of the administration dur- 
ing the final two years of the first 
Hoover administration.

The business depreasion is run- 
ning the normal courae of such 
phenomena and there is pathetical- 
ly little that the president can do 
to speed recovery. No ‘more ia 
being heard of the alleged new era 
in which the old economic laws 
were declared to be overcome, and 
the old methods of harder work 
and plainter living are being ac- 
cepted everywhere as the only way 
out, 

Stalemate for Two Years, 

Unfortunately for Mr, Hoover, 
there is an election in November at 
which all Representatives and 
more than a third of the Senate 
will be up for the people's decision. 
It'seems a foregone conclusion 
that ‘the ‘precarious Republican 
majority in the Senate will be lost, 
in which case a stalemate will fol 
low so far as any important legis- 
lation ia concerned. President 
Cloveland was confronted by the 
same diMculty under remarkably 
similar conditions. 


While the President cannot be 


‘blamed for the business depression 


which he inherited or the failure 
of the Government to find means of 
ending it, an issue lies at hand 
which affords the voters means of 
expressing their irritation. .Mr. 
Hoover made strong appeals to the 
dry element.in his election cam- 
paign, and they were for him 
almost to the point of unanimity. 
ie must now profoundly regret the 
pledges he gave the dry leaders ag 
he notes the wave of disgust with 
the whole idea of prohibition 
which is plainly sweeping the 
country, especially in the higher 
ranks of society. 
Tired of Prohibition. , 

The nation-wide poll being con- 
‘lucted by the Literary Digest, 
which is a weekly paper of large 
circulation among the 
educated classes, shows how strik- 
ingly the tide has turned, Twenty 
million ballots have been sent out, 
and so-far 2,000,340 returns have 
beon received. Of those voting, 
553,337 are for the enforcement of 
the prohibition laws, 698,252 are 
in favour of modifying them to 
permit the legal sale of wine and 
beer, while 848,751: are for the re- 
peal of the 18th Amendment to the 


Constitution, on which the whole 


exploded experiment was based. 
In other words, 1,447,000 out of 
2,000,000 want to ‘get rid of pro- 
hibition, : 

Embarrassed Republicans, 

The diMiculty of the Republican 
Party is that while their leaders 
are no more personally dry than 
the Democrats, and are just as 
tired of prohibition as anyone else, 
they’ cannot throw overhoard the 
platform on which’ they have based 
‘heir appeals to the country for ten 
years without very serious loases. 
These losses are sufficient to, and 
almost certainly will, result in 
giving the Democrats control of the 
next Senate. 

Mr. Honver's other great problem 
{3 the fact that in fhe pledge given 
to provide relief for the farmers, 
and carrled into legislation through 
the creation of the Farm Board, 
the sympathy of’ great business 
interests throughout the country 
has been lost to the adminstration. 
Mr. Hoover may think of the Farm 
Board as “a noble experiment,” 
which are the wérds he used Jn 
speaking of prohibition, but the 
fact is that one experiment fs 
preving ss dianatrous as the other. 

An investigation of the Farm 
Board operations by the Standard 
Statistics Co. is. reported in these 


words “Farm Board policies and]. 


errors,. especially on wheat and 
cotton, need ‘not bo reviewed hure, 
but it fs perfectly evident that this 
Board has precipitated a greater 
economic mess than thls country 
has seen since the war. ... 
“There is something ‘very: close 
to unanimity of opinion that cur- 
rent policies _.will fall.... Tho 
question now is, what will . the 
Board do next, sengon about wheat 
and cotton? .... Experience to 
date has demonstrated to the Farm 


va,{ Board that it cannot get along 


without expert advice of -the 
traders: Statistics alone are in- 
sufficient.. The commercial and 
human -element must be given 
Breater consideration. .. .

TAX POSTPONED.. 


“To Come Into Force on 
Date to be Fixed. ~ 


UNOFFICIAL VICTORY. 


Those who oppose the Income Tax 
Bill gained an important point in 
the course of the proceeiings in the 
Committee stage of the Bill when 
an amendment that the tax should 
come into operation only on such 
date as determined by the State 
Council was carried by a sharp 
division, etates the Times of Cey- 
lon. 

This victory followed the refusal 
of the Vice-President to entertain 
a motion proposed by the Planting 
Member that the business of the 
House should be adjourned until the 
now vacant ueats for the Northern 
Division of the Northern province 
and Colombo South were filled. 

Commenting upon the position the 
Paper says; By a majority of one 
vote, the Ceylon Legislative 
Souncil decided that, whatever 
may happen to the Income Tax Bill 
in the course of its progress through 
the-Committee stage of the House 


.|--always supposing the measure is 


persisted in—any form of Income 
Tax will’ only “come into operation 
on such date as the new State Coun- 
cil may determine.” In the opinion 
of the Honourable Member for tho 
Southern Province, Central Divi- 
sion, this is tantamount to post- 
poning the measure indefinitely, 
We sincerely hope, for the well-being 
of the Iiland, that Mr. Obeyeaekere 
is right, and that Income Tax will 
remain “forgotten of all. men_ alto- 
gether.”

ALL PASSENGERS BUT ELEVEN 
"SAVED. 


LANDED ON THE COAST.

The latest reports state thay all 
but 11 passengers from the ferry 
boat Kikusu! Maru were saved. 
Apparently moat of them were 
picked up by smal! boats, which

Fifty persons are atill reported 
missing and it is feared that they 
have been drowned, though rescue 
boats are still battling with the 
high and raging’ snowstorm search- 
ing for possible aurvivora. 

According to published details 
concerning the disaster most of 
the passengera aboard were holi- 
day makers returning to their 
homes on Shodo Island, in the In- 
land Sea, to celebrate .the old style 
New Year. ; ; 

The disaster was apparently duc 
to a combination of circumstances 
—a Diinding blizzard, a thick mist 
and a strong current.

' KITANO MARU COLLISION 
FINDING REVERSED, 


toe 


The following report gives the 
reasons for the decision of the 
House of Lords reveraing the find- 
ing of the Court of Appeal, which 
altered the original decision in thé 
case rising from the ‘collision In 
the North Sea in August 1928 be- 
tween the N.Y.K. steamer, Kitano 
Maru, and the Orient liner, 
Otranto. 

The appeal, which was by the: 
owners of the Kitano Maru, against: 
a majority finding that the Kitano 
Maru alone was to blame for the 
collision, raised ‘questions of im- 
portance on the construction of the 
Regulations for Preventing Colli- 
sions at Sea, 1910, in the case of 
crossing vessels. ; 

By ort. 19 of the regulations 
“where two steam vessels are cross- 
ing so as to involve risk of collision 
the vessel which has the other on 
her own etarboard side shall keep 
out of the way of the other,” which 
(under art. 21) “shall keep hor 
course and speed;”’ but by the nota to 
art. 21, when in consequence of thick 


| weather or other causes, such vessel] 


finds herself so close that collision 
cannot be avoided by the action of 
the giving way vessel alone, sho 
(the . stand-on vessel) also shall 
take such action os will beat aid to 
avert collision. 

By art, 27, in obeying and 
construing these rules, due 
regard shall be had to all 
dangers of navigation and collision 
and to any special circumstances 
which may render a departure from 
the above rules necessary in order 
to avoid immedjate danger. . 

The action ardge out of a collision 
which occurred about 9 p.m, on 
August 11, 1928, in the North Sea, 
between the appellants’ steamship 
Kitano Maru, a Japanese cargo 
steamer and the respondenta’ steam- 
ship Otranto, which . was on a 
cruise from Immingham to Copen- 
hagen and other Northern capitals 
with 665 passengers on board. 

The vessels, when they first camo 
in sight of one. another, were on 
crossing: courses in such circum- 
atances that under the regulations it 
.was the duty of the Kitano Maru to 
keep out of the way of the Otranta 
and the duty of the Otranto to keep. 
her course and speed until such 
time as the failure of the Kitaéne 
Maru rendered action on the part 
of the Otranto necessary to avold 
immediate danger of collision. 

The Kitano Mara: in breach of 
her duty. did not keep out of the 
way of the Otranto, but kept in the 
way of the Otrarito, thereby creat: 
Ing a position of great difficulty and 
danger for the Otranto, on which 
vessel a vigilant and alert lookout 
was belng kept, At a late stage 
and when the master of the Otranto, 
who was a.competent and experi- 
enced navigator, judged that the 
time had come when St was neces: 
sary for. him to take actloa to avoid’ 
immediate danger, the helm of the 
Otranto was by his orders etar- 
boarded, and the fact that he waa 
taking that action was communicat- 
ed to the Kitano Maru by the 
appropriate | signal. of two‘ short 
blasts. - The Kitano Maru, notwith- 
standing that those) on board of her 
knew . and. appreciated that tho 
Otranto was starboarding,. hard-a- 
Ported. their helm, with the result 
that the vessels came into violent 
collision’ ut’ about right angles, the 
port bow of the Kitano Maru which 
was about 8 points off her course 
under port helm striking the stem 
of the Otranto, .which was also 
‘about 8 “points .off her, original 
course. . so :

In the result he held that both 
vessels were to blame in equal de- 
grees, . ° 

The Court of  Appenl -by a 
majority (Lord Justice Lawrence 
and Lord Justice Greer, Lord 
Justice Scrutton dissenting), had 
held that the master of the Otranto 
was not to blame- for atarboarding 
and keeping his speed and that the 
Kitano Maru was alone to blame. 

Judgment. ‘ 

Lord Buckmaster, in ‘giving judg- 
ment, said that it had not been con- 
tended that the Kitano Maru was 
not to blame. The real {ssue of 
the case on which there had been 
Breat divergence of judicial and 
nautical opinion was whether the 
Otranto was negligent in what she 
did, The negligence alleged 
against her could be summed up 
under four heads:— = - 

(1) That she, had no right to 
alter her course or her speed at the 
moment she did. (2) That if any 
step taken by her could be justl- 
fied, it would have been that of 
reversing her engines. (8) That 
ff she altered her helm, eho should 
have altered it to port and steered 
‘Yer’ course to starboard. (4) That 
even if the engines had not been 
stopped before, they should have 
been stopped at once when she 


realized that the Kitano Maru waa|. 


moving to starboard. 

The only one of those’ points. that 
was of general application was that 
relating to the moment. when tho 
Otranto altered her course. Much 
had been said about ‘that rule: in 
Many cases, It was beyond all 
doubt of the utmost consequence 
that it should be obeyed, 
that waa bound to keep her coursa 
was not entitled to alter it at o 
moment when there was ample time 
for the ship that was bound to give 
way to discharge her duty; for that 
ship was entitled to rely on obedi- 
ence to the rule by the ship that 
had to keep her course. But, ac- 
knowledging to the full the vital 
consequence of strict obedience, 
there stil! remained the fact that 
those rules were made for tho 
guidance of mariners and not of 
mathematicians, and that it was not 
right, by an claborate process of 
calculation after the event, to de 
cide that the ship that was bound to 
keep her course acted a little before 
the moment that in fact she need 
have done. | ; 

When two ships were travelling 
at 16 and 13 knots, the moment 
when safety had passed and peril 
had arrived could not be deter: 
mined to a hair’s breath, The 
rule was designed to secure 
that the standing-on vessel should 
maintain her course until the Inst 
‘safe moment.. What that safe 
moment was. must depend primarily 
on tha judgment, of a competent 
sailor, forming his opinion with 
knowledge of the necessity of obedi- 
ence to the rule and in face of all 
the exiating facts, Subsequent 
examination ‘might show that 
his judgment could not properly 
have been formed, in which case the 
rule. had been broken without 
excuse, but the ultimate decialon 
was not to be settled merely by 
exact calculations made after tho 
event, but. by considering those 
facts as they. presented themselves, 
to a skilled man ot the time. | 

After referring to a numbor of 
authorities, his Lordship said ho 
‘was ‘not prepared to hold that tho 
captain of tha Otranto broke any 
rule. when he desided to act. The

EMPRESS OF

Destruction in Harbour 
Fire Inevitable. 


Blyth (Northumberland), Dec.’ 6. 

The total destruction by fire of 
the. old Canadian Paeific liner, the 
25,000-ton Empresy of Scotland, in 
which once the Prince of Wales 
‘travelled, is inevitable, following an 
outbreak which was discovered in 
the ship' at Blyth carly to-day, 

Desperate attempts were made to 
Prevent the flames reaching the oil 
fuel tanks, but late this afternoon 
these became involved, 290 tons of 
oil blazing up.. Nearly every plate 
on the port side of the ship was 
red-hot. 

Several fire brigades 
available boat equipped with firo’ 
eppliances fought the flames. The 
boats .were ‘marshalled into a long 
line 30 yards. from the liner, Aa 
the tide receded sand was drawn up 
from the river by the pumpa, 
clogging the fire enginer. 


Was to be Broken Up. 


and every, 


The vessel, which was taken out 
of service last October, was at 
Blyth for breaking up. She ar- 
rived laat week, : 

The few men who were on board 
—six belonging to the skeleton 
crew and two officiald ‘of the ship- 
breaking .company—lost all their 
belongings in their dash for safcty 
when the fire was discovered, 

One of the men who’ escaped is 
Mr. J. Cutler, a donkeyman, of 
Portsmouth, ; 

When daylight broke 
was pouring out of 
ventilator, and — flames 
leaping from all _parts of .the 
huge super-structure amidships, in 
which the first-class cabins, ball- 
room, winter garden, and lounges 
and navigating 
Clouds of smoke mate approach to 
the veseel from the eastward diffi- 
cult and hampered the work of the 
firemen who were climbing about on 
board wearing gas masks, 

Oil tanks containing several hun- 
dred tons of fuel for the furnaces 
created an additional source of 
danger, and every effort was belng 
made to prevent the flames reaching 
them. 

The Blyth and Whitley and 
Monkseaton fire brigades, which 
reached the scene after traveling to 
North Blyth by way.of Bedlington 
because of the difficulties and dan- 
ger of transporting .the heavy en- 
gines across the river by ferry, 
were joined by the Ashington con- 
tingent of the Durham and North- 
umberland Collieries Fire Brigade 
in fighting the’ flames from the 
north bank.

In the non-Chinese community 
also there was for many years a 
large preponderance of males com- 
hared with females, In hoth cases 
the proportion is now belng reduc- 
cd; living conditions are now. fa:

the Chinese appear to bring their 
families to a greater extent and 
settle in Nong Kong. This in 1911 
the proportion of females to males 
in the whole colony was only 542

Children v. Old People.

If the Census showed an ab- 
normal constitution of the popula- 
tion with, for example, a propor 
tionately large number of men and 
women over 70 or 80 years of age 
we would expect a higher death 
rate than if the Census showed a 
proportionately amaller number of 
the population who had passed the 
psalmist's span of life. Therefore, 
besides giving us the means of cal- 
culating these rates, the Census 
also makes possible their proper 
interpretation, ns 

School Accommodation, 

Other matters also derend upon 
a knowledge of the ages of per- 
sons, It is ‘desirable ‘to know the 
number of children for whom 
School accommodation should be 
provided in the future and whether 
the present number of schools is 
another matter in which a census’ 
needed to give the Government 
some knowledge of what will be 
required in future years. 

Questions are also usually asked 
in Census enquiries relating to the 
literacy capacity of the people.

The Gold Monetary

CONTROVERSIAL SUBJECT. 


Professor R. Robertson, M.A., 
addressing membera of the ‘Rotary 
Club at thelr weekly tif yester- 
day, took ‘ag his subject that of 
“Gold and Trade Depreaston.” 

He stated at the outset that he

Gold as a Medium. ‘ 

Was gold, too, likely to prove the 
most suitable medium, in the long 
run for the world monetary system? 
There was. f greatly expanding 
population to expect in future, and 
a fall in gold production had been 
forecast. The discoveries of new 
xold fields scemed ‘casential. 

If gold were not to be had suf- 
ficiently to carry on the manctary 
system, there would have to be j 
some form of action by an inter- 
national conference.

London, Dee. 18. 

Almost every inhabitant of 
Britain is liable to receive a sum- 
mons next week, following the 
“crimes" the whole country is sure 
to perpetrate this Sunday! 

For Manchester and Salford Sun- 
day Games and Freedom League, in 
order to ridicule the Sunday. Ob- 
servance Act of 1781, which pro 
hibits Sunday éntertainments, have 
“discovered” the even sterner Acta 
of 1621 and-1677, and have decided 
to make use of them immediately. 

Officials of the league . stated 
yesterday that prominent public 
officials throughout the country will 
be summoned under the Acts, which 
prohibit everything from Sunday 
golf to buying a Sunday newspaper. 

No Bear-Baiting! 

The Daily Expresa legal cor- 
reapendent writes that some of the 
prohibitions atill in force are:— 

There sh be-no meetings, .aa- 
semblics or concourse of people out 
of their own parishes on the Lord’s 
day for any sport or pastimes what- 
soever, Nor any  bear-baiting 
interludes,, common 
play's, or other unlawful exercises 
or pastimes used by any-person or 
persons within. their own parishes. 

No carrier with a horse, or 
Waggon man with a waggon, or car:

cattle may travel upon the Lord’s 
Day. 

No butcher may kill or sell any 
meat: upon the Lord’s Day, . 

No methylated spirit may be sold 
between 10 am, on Saturday and 38 
a.m. on the following Monday. 

No meeting of any corporation, 
ecclesiastical or civil or of any 
public company may be held ona 
Sunday, and any business’ done 
thereat is void. ‘ 

No one may sell -milk between 9 
a.m, and 4 p.m. on Sundays, 

No tradesman, artificer, workman, 
Inbourer, or other person whatso- 
ever may do or exercise any “wordly 
labour, business, or work of their 
ordinary callings upon the Lord’s 
Day, or any part thereof (work of 
necessity and charity excepted). 

Ye bakers, butchers, confection: 
ers, tobacconists, and all other 
tradesmen and workmen who carry 
on your ordinary trade of buying or 
velling goods and cobblers and all 
their wokmen who work on a Sun- 
day at your ordinary trade are liable 
to penalties. ; 

The dressing or selling of meat 
in inns, cook’s shops, or victualling 
houses is forbidden, except it be 
for such as otherwise cannot be pro- 
vided. ? ; 

No person may publicly cry, show 
forth, or expose to sale any warea, 
merchandises,. fruit, herbs, gooda or

Theory of Snake in 
Soup.

Forty-threa boys of the London 
Mission Boarding House at Erode, 
Coimbatore District, have died and 
as many more are ill in hospital 
from eating some poisonous sub- 
stance with their evening meal 
(says Tha Statesman), . 

It ia believed in the Coimbatore 
district that a anake fell into the 
food and was cooked with it. 

Doctors battled In vain with the 
poison, which caused the sufferers 
intense pain, 

Students Collapse. 

According to reports, ten of the 
voarders collapsed after supper 
and others’ became ill during the 
night, when a number of deaths 
occurred, . ; 

The death-roll is estimated at 43 
and about 30 boys are lying in a 
precarious condition in hospital. 

The cook belonging to the hostel 
is reported tobe among the dead. 

Two theories of the occurrence 
ure put forward, first that the boys 
died of cholera; secondly, that a 
poisonous snake resembling ‘ the 
deadly aranal {cll into the soup and 
was cooked with it. One of the 
missionaries stated that he was in- 
clined to believe the Jatter version, 
as the teaching section of the hostel 
felt no ill effects. 

The water used at the meal was 
taken from o well and fa being 
examined. Many of the remaining 
students have dispersed to their. vil- 
lages,’ but steps are being taken to 
watch for signs of Infection. | 

The strength of the poison may 
be gauged from the fact that, 
though medical assistance was at 
once obtained from the adjoining 
hospital, the doctors were powerless 
to relieve the agony of the sufferers.

GIRLS IN CHAINS. 


Herr Max Gruenl, who hag re- 
turned to Berlin from his Ethio- 
pian expedition, relates, in the 
German newspaper Zwolf, Uhr 
Blatt, that notwithstanding all the 
efforts of the Leayve of Nations, 
of slaves, especially 
slave girls, are transported an- 
nually across the Strait by Bab-el- 
Mandeb to Arabia. : 

He asserts that most of the 
are obtained from the 
southern and south-western dis- 
triets of Abyssinia, from the ter- 
ritories of Galla and of Schan- 
kalla, and that if ia the especial- 
ly wazelle-like, light-brown Galla 
girls who are most highly esteem- 
ed ay “wives” jin Arabia and be- 
yond,, : 

These regions are fur distant 
from the central Government of 
Abyssinja, and as communications 
are ao extremely difficult, the 
shive-dealers can hardly be check- 
ed. In the Province of Madschie, 
inhabited by Sehankalla Negroes, 
Herr Gruchl declares, 
made on the villages, and every 
Living person is carried off in 
chains, These poor creatures are 
forced to march painfully through 
the virgin forests to the coast, 
whence they are transported ‘under 
cover of darkness in dhows to 
Arabia, Lightly’ bound Galla girls, 
on the other hand’ are bought in 
their early youth by Arabian slave- 
traders, are collected in depots, and 
finally removed to Arabta. 

Chance Witness. 

Herr Grueh! reports that during 
a long caravan journey through the 
Sadero, a virgin forest in Southern 
Abyssinia, he was the chance wit- 
ness of terrible scenes, He states: 

“For hours we had fought our 
way through darkness and the fear- 
ful morass of the forest, where 
hardly a path could be discovered 
when we met what we thought was 
a drove of animals. But, incredible 


as it sounds, it was a drove of men |: 


and women, chained together, 
naked, except for a mere rag that 
hardly served asia fig leaf, holding 
naked children by the hand or 
carrying them on their backs, and 
forced onwards through the cling- 
ing morass by merciless drivers.” 

The explorer had the opportunity 
of observing closely the slaves in 
rome of these droves, ‘and found 
that all their senses were’ deaden- 
ed. He noticed a mark on the right 
arm and between the breasts of the 
girls, and in conversation with the 
women he learned that it waa their 
master’s mark, which had been 
burnt into their 8kin with a hot 
iron. 

In Galla-land, Herr Gruehl had 


a conversation with an intelligent |. 


slave dealer, who gave the follow. 
ing apologia of the “necessity” for 
the. slave trade:— 

“Arabia has a sparse population. 


extinct by inbreeding {if we could 
not obtain fresh blood from abroad, 
mainly from Africa, No women 
come willingly to our country, so 
we must obtain our wives by pur- 
chase. But girls have a much bet- 
ter Hfe among us than they would 
ever have in'their own homes, 

“Slaves, too, we.must have, for 
ho workman comes of his own ace 
cord into our country.” 


“Pilgrim .Slaves.” 

Lady Simon, who returned re- 
cently from a ‘week's anti-slavery 
lecturing campaign in Scotland and 
elsewhere said, in an_ interview 
that, in part, the revelations of 
Max Gruchl were corroborated ‘by 


P/M. Kessel and the members of. the 


mission which was sent out by “Le 
Matin” early this year to tour 
Abyssinia with the object of in- 
vestigating slavery in those parts 
of the world. The information ob- 
tained by the mission had created 
a sense of horror at the methods of

Vicucharge, young French ex- 
plorer, returned to Tiznit, the last 
outlying post in the vast reaches 


{of the Ante-Atlos desert and 


dropped dead,

dying was: “I have seen Smara, 
T have seen Smara.” 

The French soldiers of tha 
past nodded to each other signi- 


ficantly, for they knew of Smara ; 


asa city of mystery, founded in 
the heart of burning sands by th> 
prophet Ma El Ainia, and since 
become a centre of voodaorism 
and a nest of desert pirates, Ac- 
cording to legend, the city is 
magnificent with palaces and 
temples that have been built with 
the riches plundered from cara- 
vans. 

What exactly happened in 
Smara_ to Vieucharge, who was 
only 26, will probably always ro- 
main a secret; but it is know: 
that he set forth on his adventure 
several months ago, disguised as 
1 Moorish warrior, He travelled 
for hundreds of miles on the back 
of a camel, using a compass to 
guide him. Hoping to write 4 
book about his experiences, he 
made a few notes en route anid 
took some pictures with a batter- 
ed camera. These were brought 
back with him and were taken 
from his body by-his brother, 

The brother hopes to assemble 
the fragmentary notes into read- 
uble form and will give them. 
with the photographs, to some 
scientific society. A move is also 
‘cing made to have the name of 
Vicucharge listed among the 
French martyra who died for 
sejonce.” He ig the first European 
to have entered the city of Smara 
although an aeroplane once. flew 
nigh above it. 

The explorer was in- a pitiful 
condition when he reached Tiznit. 
His body was racked with dysen- 
tery and his eyes bulged with 
fever. ‘His arms und legs, from 
which the clothing had been torn 
away, were scorched black ‘by the 
sun and his head was covered 
with blisters. He had been with- 
out food and water for many 
days.——United Press.

The most yeneral toric of con- 
versation at the moment is “The 
Dollar.” Its meteoric descent in 
the course of thé last fifteen 
months has caused the ordinary 

. Person to stand agape and won- 
der what its ultimate fate is 
going to be. For varying rea- 
sons the people of Hong Kong 
enjoyed during the war and 
until recently very favourable 
currency conditions when other 
regions of greater economic im- 
portance were suffering very 
severely. As usual this state of 
affairs produced a feeling of op- 
timism which has teen prolonged 
in spite of tha fact that the foun- 
dations for such optimism were 
being at first slowly and then 
almost catastrophically under- 
mined and swept away, 
In view of the present local 

situation, the publication of this 
booklet is most opportune and de- 
serves the attention of all who 
wish to know something about the 
factors that have contributed to 
{he present impasse, : 


Historical Position. 


The booklet consists of a general 
introduction which very briefly con- 
siders the historical . position of 


{oilver currency. : Then follow three 


sections—Part J., dealing with the 
production factors; Part I, with 
consumption; and Part III. with 
values and Prospects. In other 
words the compiler cons‘ders first 
the supply ‘side, then the demand 
side and, finally, discusses, tanta- 
tively the future state of equill- 
brium. As the whole bocklet has

be read in an hour. But it will take 
much longer than that to get the 
full value of the facta presented, 


Problem in Colony, 


Ho ‘presents his facts and lets 
them speak for themselves, 
although it fs easy to see what his 
own point of view fa and his solu- 
tion of ‘the problem. It must bo 
noted that this publication con- 
siders oniy one of the many factors 
fn the problem and, therefore, no 
sound conclusion can be reached on 
the data supplied here. The pre- 
sent condition of our local currency 
cannot, however, be understood 
withont such facts as the compiler 


gives. He-shows that: “Silver, as 
mined, can be produced at 1/6d. 
of 
various base metals at under 
1/— per oz.” Since four-fifths of 
the silver produced is a by-product, 
it can be acen that the supply of 
silver can be malntained even at 
the present low price. The table 
on page lf, ahowa that’ by-product 
silvex,.can,be,produced at 4.7d per 
fine oz, What proportion can be 
produced at that price is not atated, 
but if wo take the average of the 
figures given we yet nearly Sd. per 
fine oz. The compiler estimates 
that 253 million oz. can be added 
annually to the market but leaves 
us in the dark about the price. We 
can only assume that-he means 
“ander 1/-", - We think that an 
overestimate (France ard Britain 
cannot goon for ever, demonetising 
their silver tokens although India 
is said stilltohave huge quantities) 
and at 9d. the supply we think 
Would be much less. The com-

however, constant irrespective of 
price, and may easily rise with the 
fall. ‘The'chly trouble is where 
the demand Is to come from if 
silver is not wanted aa currency. 
He docs not hold out much hope, 
Consumption in arts and industries 
is very smull relatively. We can- 
not await new inventions 


Not a Safe Basis, 

The. general conclusion the com- 
'piler points to is that “silver, 
owing to {ts extreme fluctuations 
in terms of gold, Is no longer’ a 


safe basis for a currency, or ‘even, 
for a means of barter by weight, | 
in a world that thinks in terms of | 


gold only.” The moral seems to 
be “go gold," but it cannot be 
advocated until the aame type of 
anolyais hes been undertaken, for 
gold and until, the gold price and 
the silver;prlee of . commodities 
have been compared (over'a series 
of years): Perhaps the compiler 
could do this and put “the man in 
the street” Ina better position to 
understand what is really happen- 
ing. It seems to us futile to try to 
aiecard silver when by “mere 
international understanding” a 
ratio between gold and asllver could 
be fixed and maintained without 
making contusion woree confound- 
ed by putting China on to gold. 
However that may be, the booklet 
{s a real contribution to Jocal -dia- 
cussion of, the, problem.
